(i) to review the progress of various Schemes for the welfare of the members of Scheduled 

Castes / Backward Classes ; 


(ii) to review the progress of land allotment to Harijans; 
( iii ) to review the presentation of the members of the Scheduled Castes / Backward Classes 
in services /posts under the State Government and to decide
